Iraqi Shiites 
targeted on 
high holy day

BAGHDAD — A bomb killed 
five Shiite pilgrims in a proces- 
sion in northeast Iraq on Sunday 
and blasts in Baghdad killed two 
more pilgrims as millions of peo- 
ple marched to commemorate the 
most important Shiite religious 
observance. 

Pilgrims traveling to the south- 
ern holy city of Karbala have 
come under repeated attack dur- 
ing the 10-day religious ceremo- 
nies that culminated Sunday with 
huge processions. 

Dozens of pilgrims have been 
killed and more than 150 wounded 
during the Ashoura observance 
by insurgents hoping to intensify 
sectarian violence that reached a 
peak in 2006 and 2007. 

Security tightened around 
Karbala, where 25,000 addition- 
al security personnel deployed. 
Snipers watched from rooftops, 
and bomb detection dogs were 
used to search for explosives. 

A roadside bomb in the town of 
Tuz Khormato struck worship- 
pers Sunday morning, killing 
five and wounding 28, police and 
medical officials said.

No undercover air marshal was on board, 
and passengers subdued the suspect, Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab, 23, of Nigeria. 
Abdulmutallab was hospitalized with 
burns from the attack and was read an in- 
dictment filed Saturday in federal court in 
Detroit charging him with attempting to 
destroy or wreck an aircraft and placing a 
destructive device in a plane. He was re- 


leased from the hospital Sunday to the cus- 
tody of federal marshals, who would not 
reveal where he was being held. 

Abdulmutallab was on a watch list, but 
not one that denied him passage by air 
into the U.S. His own father had discussed 
concerns about his radical religious views 
before the attack.

Obama has told U.S. officials to maintain 
heightened airline security. 

Obama made the comments during a 
briefing Sunday with his national security 
team after a second incident was reported 
aboard a flight arriving in Detroit. 

Still, in appearances on Sunday talk 
shows, Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano said the traveling public 
“is very, very safe.” 

“This was one individual literally of 
thousands that fly and thousands of flights 
every year,” Napolitano said.

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan 
— Misawa has welcomed winter 
with a spike in traffic accidents, 
safety officials said.

U.S. troops in Afghanistan testing British-style camo

GRAFENWOHR, #£Germany 
— British and American soldiers 
soon could be hard to tell apart if 
the U.S. Army adopts a camou- 
flage pattern similar to one that 
the British have already picked 
out to conceal their troops in 
Afghanistan. 

U.S. soldiers with 2nd Battal- 
ion, 12th Infantry Regiment in 
eastern Afghanistan are wear- 
ing new uniforms featuring the 
“MultiCam” camouflage pattern 
as part of a trial conducted by the 
Army to determine the best way 
to help troops blend in with their 
environment. 

Last week the British Ministry 
of Defence announced that its 
troops would soon start wearing 
a new uniform with a version of 
MultiCam dubbed the “Multi- 
Terrain Pattern.” 

Uniforms in the new pattern 
will be issued to troops with 4 
Mechanized Brigade deploying 


to Afghanistan in March. The 
uniforms will later be introduced 
across all three services, the min- 
istry said in a statement posted on 
its Web site. 

“This new camouflage will help 
our troops blend into different en- 
vironments in Helmand province 
to stay hidden from the Taliban,” 
British Defence Secretary Bob 
Ainsworth said in the statement. 
“Patrols take our troops through 
the Green Zone, scrubland, desert 
and arid stony environments and 
it is crucial that the camouflage 
can work across all of them.” 

The U.S. Army is testing Mul- 
tiCam alongside a version of the 
digital Universal Camouflage 
Pattern already featured on the 
Army Combat Uniform. 

Set. Michael McCormick, 23, 
of San Diego, said last week that 
he’s wearing the new version of 
the digital uniform, which has 
“coyote brown” splotches, on pa- 
trols with 4th Brigade, 82nd Air- 
borne Division out of Kandahar, 
Afghanistan.

But he said he prefers the Mul- 
tiCam pattern that other soldiers 
are testing because it’s not digital 
and therefore blends in better with 
Afghan terrain. He added that any 
new uniform should do away with 
the fabric fastener pockets and at- 
tachments that are on his ACUs. 


“(The fabric fastener] gets 
dusty or dirty and it doesn’t work 
anymore. You can’t keep your 
sleeves or collar down and it’s 
not tactical. If you have to adjust 
something during a mission it 
makes a loud noise,” he said. 

The prospect of being mistak- 
en for one of his British counter- 
parts doesn’t faze McCormick. 

“T’ve worked a lot with the 
Brits, especially on my last de- 
ployment to Afghanistan,” he 
said. “A common [camouflage] 
scheme wouldn’t be bad in any 
shape or form. It’s not like the 
Afghans know the difference 
between British and American 
soldiers.” 

And a common uniform might 
provide a psychological advan- 
tage over the Taliban, who would 
be unable to use knowledge about 
a particular nation’s standard 
operating procedures when plan- 
ning attacks, he said.

Protests spread again in Tehran

TEHRAN, Iran — Iranian 
security forces fired on stone- 
throwing protesters in the cen- 
ter of the capital Sunday in one 
of the bloodiest confrontations 
in months, opposition Web sites 
and witnesses said. At least five 
people were killed. 

Some accounts of the violence 
in Tehran were vivid and de- 
tailed, but they could not be in- 
dependently confirmed because 
of government restrictions on 
media coverage. Police, who de- 
nied using firearms, said doz- 
ens of officers were injured and 
more than 300 protesters were 


arrested. 

France’s Foreign Ministry said 
eight people may have been killed 
in the violent protests in Tehran. 
The ministry is criticizing vio- 
lence against protesters and call- 
ing for a political solution to the 
growing crisis in Iran. 

The dead included a nephew 
of opposition leader Mir Hossein 
Mousavi, according to Mousavi’s 
Web site, Kaleme.ir. The clashes 
were sure to deepen antagonism 
between the government and a 
reform movement that has shown 
resilience in the face of repeated 
crackdowns. 

The street chaos coincided 
with commemorations of Shiite 
Islam’s most important obser- 


vance, Ashoura, fueling protest- 
ers’ defiance with its message of 
sacrifice and dignity in the face 
of coercion. 

Still, many demonstrators had 
not anticipated such harsh tactics 
by the authorities, despite police 
warnings of tougher action against 
any protests on the sacred day. 

Amateur video footage purport- 
edly from the center of Tehran 
showed an enraged crowd car- 
rying away one casualty, chant- 
ing, “I'll kill, Pll kill the one who 
killed my brother.” In several lo- 
cations, demonstrators confront- 
ed security forces, hurling stones 
and setting their motorcycles, 
cars and vans ablaze, according 
to video footage and pro-reform 


Web sites. 

Protesters tried to cut off roads 
with burning barricades. One 
police officer was photographed 
with blood streaming down his 
face after he was set upon by the 
crowd. 

Clashes also broke out in Isfah- 
an and Najafabad in central Iran 
and Shiraz in the south, the pro- 
reform Rah-e-Sabz Web site said. 

The protests began with thou- 
sands of opposition supporters 
chanting “Death to the dictator,” 
areference to hard-line President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, as they 
marched in defiance of official 
warnings of a harsh crackdown 
on any demonstrations coinciding 
with Ashoura. 


suicide blast kills 5 Shiites

ISLAMABAD — A suicide bomber deto- 
nated his explosives outside a large gathering 
of Shiite Muslims in the capital of Pakistan- 
controlled Kashmir on Sunday, killing five 
people and wounding 80, said police. 

The attacker blew himself up as police tried 
to search him at acheckpoint set up outside the 
event — part of the annual commemorations 
of the seventh century death of the Prophet 
Muhammad’s grandson — said police officer 
Tahir Qayum. The five killed included two po- 
lice, he said. 

Most of the 80 injured were Shiites at- 
tending the gathering in Muzaffarabad that 
attracted about 1,000 people, police officer 
Sardar Ilyas said. Ten of the wounded were in 
critical condition, he said. 

Minority Shiites in Pakistan have often 
been targeted by radical Sunnis during simi- 


lar tributes, held every year during the Islam- 
ic holy month of Muharram. But Ilyas said 
there was no history of such sectarian clashes 
in Muzaffarabad. 

Authorities called in the army after the at- 
tack to restore order, said Kafayat Hussain, a 
local minister. 

Pakistan has been plagued by rising vio- 
lence since the military launched a large 
ground offensive in mid-October in the mili- 
tant stronghold of South Waziristan in the 
country’s lawless tribal area near the Afghan 
border. 

Three bombs planted in a government of- 
ficial’s house in another tribal area exploded 
Sunday, killing him along with his wife and 
five children in an attack police said was re- 
taliation for military operations targeting Tal- 
iban. The military has stepped up airstrikes 
in Kurram where many militants fled follow- 
ing the South Waziristan offensive.

Nuke attack 
planned by

ISLAMABAD — Police are 
trying to determine whether five 
Americans detained in Pakistan 
had planned to attack a com- 
plex that houses nuclear power 
facilities. 

The young Muslim men, who 
are from the Washington, D.C., 
area, were picked up in Pakistan 
earlier this month in a case that 
has spurred fears that Westerners 
are traveling to the South Asian 
country to join militant groups. 

Pakistani police and govern- 
ment officials have made a series 
of escalating and, at times, seem- 
ingly contradictory allegations 
about the men’s intentions, while 
U.S. officials have been far more 
cautious though they, too, are 
looking at charging the men. 

A Pakistani government offi- 
cial alleged Saturday thatthe men 
had established contact with Tal- 
iban commanders and planned to 
attack sites in Pakistan. Earlier, 
however, local police accused the 
men of intending to fight in Af- 
ghanistan after meeting militant 
leaders. 

The men had a map of Chash- 
ma Barrage, a complex that along 
with nuclear power facilities hous- 
es a water reservoir and other 
structures, said Javed Islam, a 
senior police official in the Sar- 
godha area of Punjab province. 
He stressed the men were not 
carrying a specific map of any 
nuclear power plant but rather the 
whole of Chashma Barrage. 

The detained men also had ex- 
changed e-mails about the area, 
Islam said. 

“We are also working to re- 
trieve some of the deleted mate- 
rial in their computers,” he said. 

Pakistan has a nuclear weap- 
ons arsenal, but it also has nu- 
clear power plants for civilian 
purposes. 

Pakistani police plan to recom- 
mend that courts charge the five 
men with collecting and attempt- 
ing to collect material to carry 
out terrorist activities in Paki- 
stan, police official Nazir Ahmad 
told The Associated Press. 

Officials in Pakistan and the 
U.S. have said they expected the 
men would eventually be deport- 
ed back to the United States, but 
charging them in Pakistan could 
delay that process. 

In an interview with The As- 
sociated Press on Saturday, Pun- 
jab province Law Minister Rana 
Sanaullah said the men had es- 
tablished contact with Taliban 
commanders. 

The FBI, whose agents have 
been granted some access to the 
men, is looking into what poten- 
tial charges they could face in 
the U.S. Possibilities include con- 
spiracy to provide material sup- 
port to a terrorist group. 

The U.S. Embassy has declined 
to comment on the _ potential 
charges and would not say what 
efforts Washington was making 
to bring the men back.

A police official said the Minis- 
ter for Youth and Sports, Jassim 
Mohammed Jaafar, was among 
those in the targeted procession, 
but was unharmed. One of his 
bodyguards and a police captain 
were among the dead. 

In western Baghdad, a roadside 
bomb targeted a minibus carry- 
ing pilgrims, killing one and in- 
juring six, another police official 
said. The casualties were con- 
firmed by a medical official. 

Another pilgrim was killed in 
southern Baghdad late Saturday 
when a bomb struck a proces- 
sion, police said. Ten people were 
injured. 

The police and medical offi- 
cials spoke on the condition of 
anonymity because they were not 
authorized to release the infor- 
mation to the media. 

Sunday’s commemorations 
marked the climax of Ashoura, 
the yearly mourning period in 
which Shiite Muslims remember 
the seventh-century death of the 
Prophet Muhammad’s grandson, 
Imam Hussein, in a battle against 
overwhelming odds in the central 
city of Karbala. 

To commemorate his death, 
black-clad pilgrims marched to 
Karbala in long processions, wav- 
ing green flags and chanting reli- 
gious slogans. 

They marched past crowds of 
onlookers toward Imam Husse- 
in’s shrine, beating themselves 
around the chest, back and head 
with fists, chains and swords. 

Some wore white robes that 
were stained with their own 
blood. 

Ashoura processions were 
banned under former dictator 
Saddam Hussein’s Sunni-domi- 
nated regime. 

Publicly marking the holiday 
— despite the threat of attacks 
— has become a demonstration of 
strength for Shiites. 

Othman al-Ghanimi, the pro- 
vincial police chief in charge of 
Karbala, said he was expecting up 
to 3 million visitors, including pil- 
grims from other countries such 
as Iran, Bahrain and Kuwait.

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Turnout sparse 
as Hamas marks 
'08 war in Gaza

JEBALIYA, Gaza Strip 
— Hamas loyalists marked the 
one-year anniversary of Israel’s 
devastating war against Gaza’s Is- 
lamic militant rulers with defiant 
protests and a moment of silence 
on Sunday — even as most of 
the territory’s residents ignored 
commemoration events and some 
even criticized the militant group 
for not attending to their needs. 

The sparse turnout appeared to 
be an informal vote of discontent 
by Gaza residents over Hamas’ 
attempt to turn the day into a 
victory march for the militant 
group. 

Around 3,000 Hamas support- 
ers milled around a square in the 
northern Gaza town of Jebaliya, 
waving their group’s green flags 
and holding up pictures of fam- 
ily members slain in the Israeli 
offensive that began on Dec.

2 killed in mystery 
blast in Lebanon

BEIRUT — Hamas said Sun- 
day that two members were 
killed in a mysterious late-night 
blast, and the Palestinian mili- 
tant group said it was still trying 
to determine who was behind the 
attack. 

Lebanon’s__ state-run news 
agency said Saturday’s explosion 
was caused by three bombs tied 
to each other and placed under a 
car believed to belong to a Hamas 
official. 

The blast took place near 
Hamas offices south of Beirut. 

Hamas, which governs the 
Gaza Strip but has exiled leaders 
in Lebanon and Syria, identified 
the men as Basil Juma, 29, and 
Hassan Hadad, 21. 

The statement did not specify 
the men’s role in the group, but it 
referred to them as “fighters” — 
usually a reference to low-level 
members of the group’s armed 
wing. 
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ians were killed, including hun- 
dreds of civilians, along with 13 
Israelis. 

“We are the victors! We are the 
fighters! We are the steadfast!” 
thundered senior Hamas leader 
Khalil al-Haya. 

But a year later, al-Haya’s bold 
calls rang hollow. After days 
of heavy advertising through 
Hamas Web sites, text mes- 
sages and radio announcements, 
only a trickle of Hamas loyalists 
turned up to a commemoration 
in the heavily damaged legisla- 
tive building in downtown Gaza 
City, the territory’s largest urban 
area.

Security at airports tightens once more 


Sudden new rules, 
long lines return 
for air travelers

Extra pat-downs before board- 
ing. No getting up for the last hour 
of the flight. More bomb-sniffing 
dogs. Airports worldwide tight- 
ened security a day after a pas- 
senger tried to light some kind of 
explosive on a flight into Detroit. 

The Transportation Security 
Administration wouldn’t say ex- 
actly what it was doing differently 
on Saturday. It didn’t need to. 

Passengers getting off flights 
from overseas reported being 
told that they couldn’t get out of 
their seat for the last hour of their 
flight. Air Canada also said that 
during the last hour passengers 
won’t be allowed access to carry- 
on baggage or to have any items 
on their laps. 

The extra vigilance came after 
aman flying from Nigeria to Am- 
sterdam to the U.S. tried to ignite 
a device just before the plane 
landed in Detroit on Friday. 

The TSA security directive ap- 
plied to U.S.-bound flights from 
overseas, according to a transpor- 
tation security official who spoke 
on condition of anonymity. 

The official said passengers 
traveling internationally could 
see increased screening at gates 
and when they check bags, as well 
as other measures on flights such 
as stowing carry-ons and person- 
al items before the plane lands. 

Flight attendants on at least 
one domestic flight informed pas- 
sengers of similar rules. Passen- 
gers on a flight from New York 
to Tampa on Saturday morn- 
ing were told they must remain 
in their seats and couldn’t have 
items in their laps, including lap- 
tops and pillows. 

“They went through every- 
thing in your bags, went through 
the pockets of your coat.” Sarabjit 
Dhillon, 35, of Sterling Heights, 
Mich., was returning to De- 
troit from a visit to India. Even 
her three young children got a 
pat-down. 

“The extra measures apply 
worldwide on all flights to the 
U.S. as of now and for an indefi- 
nite period,” said Judith Sluiter, 
spokeswoman for the Dutch Na- 
tional Coordinator for Counter- 
terrorism. Security procedures 
for other flights remained un- 
changed, she said.

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Passengers’ 
fear, heroism 
aboard plane

DETROIT — Passengers on 
Northwest Airlines Flight 253 
knew something was very wrong 
when they saw flight attendants 
running for fire extinguishers. 

Then they smelled the smoke. 

“People were just running and 
they were scared,’ passenger 
Veena Saigal said. “They were 
running towards the center of the 
plane, running to get away from 
the flames.” In a minute or so — 
“Tt seemed like a long time,” she 
said — the fire was out. 

Passengers described a chaotic 
scene as people on the Christmas 
Day flight lunged to subdue the 
suspect, Umar Farouk Abdul- 
mutallab, as flames and smoke 
poured from beneath his seat. 

Jasper Schuringa, an Amster- 
dam resident sitting on the right 
side of the plane, said he quickly 
leaped over several seats and on 
top of Abdulmutallab to detain 
him and extinguish the flames. 

In an interview on CNN, Schu- 
ringa displayed bandages on his 
right hand as he described the 
scene inside the plane: screaming 
passengers, pillows on fire and a 
quick-thinking crew. 

“When I saw the suspect, that 
he was getting on fire, I freaked, of 
course, and without any hesitation 
I just jumped over all the seats,” 
Schuringa said. “And I jumped to 
the suspect. I was thinking like, 
he’s trying to blow up the plane. I 
was trying to search his body for 
any explosives. I took some kind 
of object that was already melting 
and smoking out of him.” 

Crewmembers led Abdulmu- 
tallab to the first-class section 
and searched and detained him 
until the plane landed. 

The long transatlantic flight 
had been uneventful, passen- 
gers said, with Abdulmutallab 
drawing no attention to himself. 
That changed around noon as pi- 
lots began descending toward a 
landing. 

Sources said Abdulmutallab 
appears to have used a syringe to 
mix a chemical with some pow- 
der on his leg to start a fire. Schu- 
ringa said he screamed for water 
as he took a burning, melting ob- 
ject that Abdulmutallab had hid- 
den in his pants.

“And he was stopped before any 
damage could be done. I think 
the important thing to recognize 
here is that once this incident oc- 
curred, everything happened that 
should have.” 

Even so, airport security and 
intelligence played no role in 
thwarting the plot. 

Abdulmutallab was carrying 
PETN, also known as pentaeryth- 
ritol, the same material convicted 
shoe bomber Richard Reid used 
when he tried to destroy a trans- 
Atlantic flight in 2001 with explo- 
sives hidden in his shoes. 

Abdulmutallab was on a “ge- 
neric” terrorist watch list, which 
includes more than half a million 
names, but was not elevated to a 
no-fly list or even designated for 
additional security searches, Na- 
politano said. That would have 
required “specific, credible, de- 
rogatory information,” she said. 

“We did not have the kind of 
information that under the cur- 
rent rules would elevate him,” 
she said. 

Napolitano said the Obama 
administration is considering 
changing those rules. 

Despite being on the broad ter- 
rorist watch list, Abdulmutallab, 
who comes from a prominent and 
wealthy Nigerian family, had a 
multiple-entry U.S. visa. It was 
issued last year. U.S. officials 
say he came to the attention of 
America intelligence in Novem- 
ber when his father expressed

Drug money seizures 


rise on Ariz. border 
$4.9M intercepted at checkpoints this year

PHOENIX — Seizures of 
money bound mostly for Mex- 
ico’s violent drug cartels more 
than quadrupled this year on the 
Arizona border, and government 
officials are crediting beefed-up 
screening at checkpoints. 

Inspectors intercepted $1.1 
million heading into Mexico in 
fiscal 2008. This year, inspectors 
netted $4.9 million. 

Brian Levin, a Customs and 
Border Protection spokesman, 
said the seizures reflect a new 
focus in the smuggling clamp- 
down and the U.S. efforts to help 
Mexico fight its bloody drug war. 

The amount confiscated is just 
a fraction of the millions of dol- 
lars in drug- and human-smug- 
gling profits funneled back to 
Mexican syndicates each year. 

Until this year, U.S. inspections 
on the border primarily targeted 
incoming traffic from Mexico 
while ignoring vehicles headed 
south. 

But federal authorities inten- 
sified outbound screening amid 
reports a year ago that weapons 
smuggled from the United States 
were providing most of the fire- 
power in Mexico’s drug wars. 

Authorities estimated that 90 
percent of the guns used in police 
assassinations and cartel blood- 
shed originated in the United 


States. 

Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano assigned an ad- 
ditional $400 million to border 
security, much of it for screen- 
ing outbound traffic. That money 
went for more inspectors, X-ray 
machines and other gear. 

Federal law requires that cash 
transactions or shipments of 
more than $10,000 must be de- 
clared, whether in the form of 
currency or wire transfers. 

The regulation was designed 
to thwart cartel efforts to move 
illicit funds through banks, and 
U.S. investigators have cracked 
down on electronic transfers. 

As a complement to the in- 
creased inspections on the U.S. 
side of the border, Mexican au- 
thorities have launched their own 
screening system to catch con- 
traband arriving from the United 
States. 

Under a program known by its 
Spanish acronym, SIAVE, check- 
points are under construction in 
Sonora and all along the border. 

Cameras will record the li- 
cense plate, model and weight of 
every passing vehicle while also 
capturing images of passengers. 
Suspicious cars and trucks will 
be subject to human inspection. 


attacker managed to get on board 
the Northwest flight in Amster- 
dam with explosive materials, 
White House spokesman Robert 
Gibbs said. 

No other flights were known 
to have been targeted. However, 
Gibbs said federal authorities took 
precautionary steps “to assume 
and plan for the very worst.” 


Napolitano said there is no indi- 
cation yet Abdulmutallab is part 
of a larger terrorist plot, although 
his possible ties to al-Qaida are 
still under investigation. 

Meanwhile Sunday, a second 
Nigerian man was taken into cus- 
tody aboard a jetliner in Detroit 
after locking himself in the air- 
liner’s bathroom. 


A law enforcement official said 
the incident took place aboard the 
same Northwest flight that was 
attacked on Christmas Day. The 
official spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because the incident was 
ongoing. 

The official said the man posed 
no security risk to the plane. 

The official said the passen- 
ger was taken into custody after 
becoming verbally disruptive on 
landing. Subsequent interviews 
by investigators determined he 
was a businessman who became 
ill during the flight. 

Delta Air Lines spokeswoman 
Susan Elliott said crewmembers 
requested that security remove 
the man from Flight 253 after he 
became disruptive. The remain- 
ing 255 passengers got off safely, 
she said. 

“The pilot requested emergency 
assistance upon arrival,” airport 
spokesman Scott Wintner said. 

Security and airline personnel 
are on edge since the attempted 
terror attack on Christmas Day, 
and the law enforcement official 
said that lesser incidents had 
been reported on other flights 
arriving in Detroit, but the inci- 
dent with the Nigerian man had 
sparked the most concern.

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Hydration is key to preventing that New Year's Day hangover

STUTTGART, Germany — For 
many, 2010 will begin with an Internet 
search for a hangover cure. 

Of course, the searches will result in 
countless remedies promising to save 
the sufferer. 

But before you suck down a mixture 
of hot sauce and raw egg, heed this 
warning: The only real cure is time. 

“Our findings show that no compel- 
ling evidence exists to suggest that any 
complementary or conventional inter- 
vention is effective for treating or pre- 
venting the alcohol hangover,’ wrote 
a team of researchers with the British 
Medical Journal in a 2005 study, titled 
“Interventions for preventing or treat- 
ing alcohol hangover: systematic review 
of randomized controlled trials.” 

“The most effective way to avoid the 
symptoms of alcohol induced hangover 
is thus to practice abstinence or mod- 
eration,” the study says. 





But experts don’t dismiss the possi- 
bility of preventing a hangover, or alle- 
viating its symptoms. 

So, if you plan to drink, the first thing 
to know is what alcohol does to cause a 


hangover.

Loretta Mueller, 
director of the University Headache 
Center at the University of Medicine 
and Dentistry of New Jersey, in a news 
release. They may help with the lethar- 


gic feeling or temporarily reduce head- 
aches, but caffeine is also a diuretic and 
will only further dehydrate the body. 

Water and sports drinks are good 
sources of rehydration, and you may 
be able to prevent a hangover headache 
by drinking extra water before going to 
bed, Mueller said. 

Experts say drinking a glass of water 
between alcoholic beverages may pre- 
vent dehydration while also policing 
your consumption. 

Alcohol also affects the liver’s ability 
to produce glucose, the sugar used by 
every cell in the human body for ener- 
gy, wrote neurologists Dr. Christine Lay 
and Dr. Christina Sun, in “Headache,” 
the journal of the American Headache 
Society. 

Fruit juices simultaneously help the 
body replace the glucose it has lost 
due to alcohol use and help prevent 
dehydration. 

The journal also suggested eating 
greasy foods before a night of drinking. 
The grease will coat the stomach and 


slow absorption of alcohol. The body 
also turns the carbohydrates contained 
in most greasy foods into sugar, which 
the alcohol causes the body to lose. 

None of these suggestions will have 
any effect once a hangover kicks in. For 
this, all you can do is minimize the suf- 
fering and wait it out. 

Experts suggest taking an over-the- 
counter painkiller containing acet- 
aminophen or ibuprofen the morning 
after the big night. Contrary to popular 
myths, taking these drugs before going 
to bed will not do anything to prevent a 
hangover. These remedies are only ef- 
fective for about four hours and their ef- 
fects will have worn off long before you 
wake up. 

To sum it up: Abstinence is the only 
guaranteed way to prevent a hangover. 

But if you lose count during the night, 
try to remember to drink plenty of non- 
alcoholic fluids ... and have painkillers 
ready for the morning.

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Delays, dangerous conditions stretch across the U.S.

OMAHA, Neb. — Snowstorms 
and rainstorms that have battered 
much of the country for days have 
started subsiding, leaving behind 
concerns about flooding in some 
areas. 

Storms from Texas to the Upper 
Midwest dumped 23.9 inches of 
snow in Grand Forks, N.D., and 18 
inches near Norfolk, Neb. In the 
East, higher temperatures and 
rains have started melting and 
washing away last week’s record- 
setting snowfalls, threatening the 
region with flooding. 

The National Weather Service 
also issued flood warnings for 
parts of the South and Midwest, 
and winter weather advisories

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It’s not so easy in Iraq 


Thank you for “Iraq to Afghanistan: 
A radical adjustment” (article, Dec. 19). 
While I can appreciate the quick and ardu- 
ous transition the soldiers of 4th Engineer 
Battalion made from one theater to anoth- 
er, the reporter should not construct the il- 
lusion that life in Iraq is easy. 

A soldier’s military occupational spe- 
cialty may require him to spend hours each 
day behind a computer. His contributions 
to Operation Iraqi Freedom are of equal 
importance to those who leave the wire. 

In addition, do not determine a position’s 
importance by number of hours logged. My 
mechanics work on their feet for a mere 
nine hours every day. They, like every 
other soldier in the platoon, are also on call 
24 hours. 

I have the use of Internet, as do some 
of my peers in Afghanistan, but it is by no 
means “high speed” or reliable. 

My position as a fire direction officer 
does not require me to leave the base. 
After my eight-hour shift, I hold meetings 
with my sergeants, plan and attend train- 
ing events, spot-check daily operations and 
serve as the officer in charge of a variety 
of details. 

Finally, last time I checked, a “normal 
job” didn’t require employees to spend hol- 
idays thousands of miles from their fami- 
lies. The boots on the ground have no say 
in where their unit deploys. 

How easy or hard this time in theater 
is depends on the individual and his com- 
mand. Certain locations may have more 
luxuries, but they are not limited to Iraq, 
and ultimately, there is no place like home.

For example, in eastern North Caro- 
lina the gasoline price, regular unleaded, 
with state and federal tax, is $2.56 a gal- 
lon, whereas AAFES gasoline should be 
tax-exempt, then, when sold at that rate 
(which is with oil company profit) would 
cost (without the state and federal taxes 
of 48 cents per gallon) $2.08 a gallon, and 
not the nearly $3-a-gallon that AAFES is 
charging. 

How and why is AAFES allowed to get 
away with this, and why is it commonly 
tolerated when, at locations such as Ans- 
bach/Katterbach, Germany, AAFES runs 
a ridiculously substandard post exchange, 
terrible shoppette and completely inad- 
equate gas station? [I am] not referring to 
the wonderfully tolerant and understand- 
ing employees whom AAFES is fortunate 
to have. 

It is obvious AAFES does not neces- 
sarily return its huge profits back into 
the particular community where it gains 
them from, which is abundantly evident in 
Ansbach/Katterbach. The residents of the 
Ansbach/Katterbach military community 
are forced to either shop online, drive two 
hours to Grafenwohr or drive three hours 
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to Stuttgart to shop at a halfway-normal 
post exchange, and then overpay for gaso- 
line at AAFES prices. 

Can anyone explain why price gouging 
is tolerated?

Bill wrongly puts a gun to VA‘’s head 


Chicago Tribune editorial 


f the U.S. Department of Veterans 

Affairs determines that a military 

veteran is mentally incompetent, it 

can provide aid, such as appointing 
a fiduciary to handle his or her financial 
affairs. That’s a service to protect the vet- 
eran. A needed service. 

If the VA finds that a vet is mentally in- 
competent, though, it also by law reports 
that information to the federal govern- 
ment’s instant background check system, 
which is used to determine if someone can 
buy a firearm. If you’re in the system — 
you have a criminal record or you’ve been

found mentally incompetent — you can’t 
legally buy a gun. ... 

Sen. Richard Burr, R-N.C., is pushing a 
Veterans Second Amendment Protection 
Act. The measure got a thumbs-up from 
the Veterans Affairs Committee and awaits 
action by the full Senate; it would block the 
VA from reporting veterans to the back- 
ground check system based on the agency’s 
own evaluation. A court would have to rule 
that a veteran is incompetent. ... 

The VA certainly isn’t playing gotcha 
with veterans’ constitutional rights; it pro- 
vides assistance to them. If a veteran wants 
to challenge the VA’s determination that 
he’s mentally incompetent, there is an ap- 
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peal process available. 

Apparently even Burr wouldn’t argue 
that people who are mentally incapacitated 
should have access to firearms. He would 
permit the courts to deny that right. But the 
effect of his legislation would be to allow 
100,000 veterans who have been found to 
be mentally incompetent the right to buy 
and possess guns. It would put an impos- 
sible burden on the VA to pursue legal ac- 
tion to deny that right. 

The title of this legislation surely has 
appeal. ... But this is purely a question of 


protection of veterans — and also protect- 
ing society. Let the VA do its job and follow 
the law.

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A year of progress in all 3 theaters of battle

he United States spent 2009 at war 

again — with its own troops in Iraq 

and Afghanistan and as a major, in- 

direct supporter of Pakistan in its 
internal counterinsurgency and counter- 
terrorism campaign as well. On balance, 
I would judge it a moderately successful 
year in all three places to varying degrees. 
But that is admittedly a subjective judg- 
ment and also obviously requires a great 
deal more discussion. 

First, the basics: The year was one of 
gradual drawdown in Iraq together with 
intensification of operations in Afghani- 
stan and Pakistan. Yet it was still Iraq that 
occupied the most American troops and 
cost the most for the year. The American 
uniformed presence there started the year 
at about 142,000 troops and will end it at 
around 115,000, with total budgetary costs 
of more than $100 billion in 2009. But Af- 
ghanistan became the clearly deadlier 
war; more than 300 Americans died there 
in the year, compared with 150 in Iraq. And 
of the three countries, it was Pakistan that 
probably constituted the greatest potential 
long-term threat to the United States, with 
its nuclear weapons arsenal the ultimate 
desired prize for al-Qaida and other ex- 
tremists in the region. Accordingly, U.S. 
expenditures there rose a good deal, to 
$3.3 billion or so in the form of economic 
and security aid — though this is obviously 
a far cry from the 12-figure costs of Iraq 
and the expected 12-figure costs of Af- 
ghanistan in 2010 as U.S. troop totals there 
rise to nearly 100,000. 

What about life in each of these places 
for the local citizens? Perhaps somewhat 
surprisingly, civilian fatalities attributable 
to war violence were roughly comparable 
in each place. 

Yearly losses in Iraq were about 3,000 
(still a factor of 10 less than annual totals 
in the 2004-07 period). In Afghanistan, 
the total approached 2,500 — much more 
than early in the decade but only margin- 
ally worse than in 2008. In fact, the higher 
numbers for 2009 over 2008 may reflect 
our greater ability to measure accurately 


(due to an expanding troop presence) more 
than anything else. This figure of 2,500 
civilian deaths, interestingly, is still less 
than Iraq’s tally for the year — and per- 
haps 20 to 50 times less than the norm dur- 
ing the Soviet occupation of Afghanistan in 
the 1980s or during the anarchy that fol- 
lowed the Soviets’ departure. In addition, 
because of Army Gen. Stanley McChrys- 
tal’s new emphasis on reducing the use of 
firepower in situations that could harm in- 
nocents, the number of Afghan deaths es- 
timated as being caused by government or 
NATO troops declined somewhat, to about 
500. In Pakistan, civilian deaths from 
bombings and other atrocities reached 
4,000 — although that figure needs to be 
understood against the population, which 
is about six times larger than in either Iraq 
or Afghanistan. 

Beyond the facts and figures, what was 
the broader story in each place — and my 
reason for guarded optimism about each? 

In Iraq, 2009 was the year of transi- 
tions, and they turned out to be relatively 
smooth. Despite catastrophic attacks in 
August, October and December and an on- 
going level of violence that still makes it a 
very troubled place, Iraq has done reason- 
ably well in statistical terms. Violence has 
not increased even as U.S. forces have gen- 
erally reduced their role. Another 10,000 
“Sons of Iraq” have been hired into per- 
manent jobs by the government, reducing 
the odds of a Sunni backlash against the 
Shiite-led government, and the economy 
has survived the decline in global oil pric- 
es. Iraqi elections are now scheduled for 
March, so 2010 needs to be another year 
of smooth transitions, especially as U.S. 
forces are scheduled to decline to 50,000 
by summer’s end. Though much could still 
go wrong, Iraq is holding together. 

In Pakistan, 2009 was the year of govern- 
ment action. Major government military 
initiatives in the Swat Valley and South 
Waziristan reflected a new determination 
against the Pakistani Taliban. Its fight- 
ers have responded brutally with more 
suicide attacks against innocent civilians. 
But momentum may be shifting to the gov- 
ernment’s side. The Pakistani population, 


though fed up with its politicians (and the 
U.S.), is even more angry with extremists 
these days. Successful U.S. drone attacks 
against Baitullah Mahsud of the Pakistani 
Taliban and other top leaders, including 
a key al-Qaida figure in December, have 
helped change trends as well. That said, in 
terms of the basic strength of its economy 
and society, Pakistan is still in serious 
condition; the global recession has hurt it 
badly and increased the challenge of edu- 
cating and employing Pakistan’s masses of 
youth. 

In Afghanistan, 2009 was the year of 
political milestones. These included mo- 
mentous decisions about the war by Presi- 
dent Barack Obama in the U.S., of course, 
and by the Afghan people as they voted 
for Hamid Karzai in sufficient numbers to 
give him a second term as president. It was 
also a year of tougher fighting. In addition 
to the American losses noted above, and 
200 more NATO deaths, Afghan security 
forces again lost more than 1,000 person- 
nel (a number similar to the year’s toll on 





Pakistani security forces and about twice 
the combined losses of Iraq’s army and 
police). 

However, as McChrystal noted in recent 
congressional testimony, our clearing op- 
erations have begun to change the momen- 
tum in places. Next year, serious reform of 
the Afghan police must occur, and Karzai 
must accelerate his anti-corruption efforts. 
Don’t expect miracles on either front, but 
moderate progress would seem probable. 
The question is whether it will be too little 
too late, but there is reason for hope. 

Our nation’s wars are, of course, hardly 
reason to get bubbly about the new year, 
and all three theaters could slide back- 
ward in the coming months as well. Still, 
the last 12 months have moved us in better 
directions.

Close both Gitmo the prison and Gitmo the policy

n Jan. 22, President Barack 

Obama almost certainly will miss 

his self-imposed deadline for clos- 

ing the notorious detention facil- 
ity at Guantanamo Bay in Cuba, which has 
caused incalculable damage to the image 
of the U.S. and added a foreign policy di- 
mension to the axiom that “justice delayed 
is justice denied.” 

We’re disappointed that Obama hasn’t 
fulfilled his promise but ... [t]he adminis- 
tration is moving in the right direction, and 
recently has taken two important steps: It 
decided to move as many as 100 Guanta- 
namo inmates to a prison in Illinois. It also 
said it would return six detainees to Yemen 
and six others to either Afghanistan or So- 
maliland, the semi-autonomous northern 
region of Somalia. The repatriation of the 
Yemenis is significant because nearly half 
of the remaining 200-odd Guantanamo de- 
tainees are from Yemen — and if six can 
go home, why not the rest? 

More remains to be done. The president 
must not only close the prison but also en- 
sure a meaningful day in court for those 
detainees who have not yet had one. Here, 
too, there was progress in 2009: Obama 
announced that the alleged Sept. 11 plot- 
ters would be tried in civilian court. We’re 
pleased that he’s willing to seek justice in 
open court where the defendants will enjoy 





rights guaranteed by the Constitution. Un- 
wisely, the administration also announced 
that suspects in the 2000 bombing of the 
USS Cole would be tried in retooled mili- 
tary commissions, thereby embracing a 
two-tier system of justice. 

Looking forward, Obama must be pre- 
pared to expend political capital opposing 
inevitable attempts in Congress to block or 
micromanage the transfer of detainees to 
the U.S. Equally important, he must pro- 


vide the same rights he has accorded Kha- 
lid Shaikh Mohammed to other detainees. 

In announcing that he would close Guan- 
tanamo, Obama reserved the right to de- 
tain indefinitely those “who cannot be 
prosecuted yet who pose a clear danger 
to the American people.” He has justified 
this by citing Congress’ vote to authorize 
the president to use “all necessary and ap- 
propriate force” against those complicit in 
9/11. The Supreme Court has accepted that 


reasoning but it also has ruled that detain- 
ees have the right to challenge their con- 
finement in federal court. ... 

If the president continues to insist that 
the “worst of the worst” can be held with- 
out trial, he must explain why and estab- 
lish procedures to guarantee that their 
confinement won’t be prolonged by inertia 
or indifference. Obama must do more than 
close Guantanamo, the prison; he must end 
Guantanamo, the policy.

was empty. Madoff later admitted 
cheating thousands of investors 
and was imprisoned.

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Bulls beat Hornets to cap eventtul week

CHICAGO — After watching helplessly 
the previous 22 games — 15 of which his 
Bulls lost, many in gut-wrenching fashion 
— Tyrus Thomas was thrilled to be back 
on the court, helping Chicago build and 
protect a lead. 

Thomas had 21 points on 10-for-17 shoot- 
ing, nine rebounds and two blocked shots 
in a 96-85 victory over the New Orleans 
Hornets on Saturday night. 

“Tt felt like the first day of school all 
day,” said Thomas, who had been out since 
Nov. 6 with a broken left forearm. “I had a 
new backpack, supplies, everything. It was 
great.” 

The game capped a wild week in which 
the Bulls lost to the Sacramento Kings 
after blowing a 35-point lead, lost at New 
York after almost rallying from a 22-point 
deficit and dealt with questions about coach 
Vinny Del Negro’s job security. 

“You have to learn from your mistakes 
but stay positive,” said Joakim Noah, who 
had 17 points and 18 rebounds as the Bulls 
outscored the Hornets 54-16 inside. “It just 
feels good right now to get a ‘W’ — and to 
win by a big margin, which we hadn’t done 
in a long time.” 

After Thomas and Noah sparked a 42- 
13 surge that turned an 11-point, second- 
quarter deficit into a 73-55 lead late in the 
third, Del Negro played Thomas for the 
entire fourth quarter. 

The athletic, fourth-season forward, 
who has been in and out of Del Negro’s 
doghouse during the past year, responded 
with six points, two rebounds and bound- 
less energy in the quarter as the Bulls held 
on. 
“He got a little winded but ... it was tough 
to take him out because he was so produc- 
tive,” the coach said. “You saw what his 
athleticism does for us.” 

The previous seven weeks, Thomas saw 
a promising season turn bad, as the Bulls 
absorbed numerous lopsided losses and 
late meltdowns. 

“It’s hard to sit and watch,” he said, “es- 
pecially when your team’s struggling.” 

Devin Brown scored all of his 22 points 
in the first half for New Orleans, which had 
only nine third-quarter points and fell to 2- 
12 on the road. 

Brown’s sixth three-pointer in six at- 
tempts put New Orleans up 42-31 and got 
the United Center crowd groaning. The 
Bulls then started their extended run, with 
Noah getting 10 points and 10 rebounds, 
and Brown ended up missing the only 
three-pointer he took the rest of the way. 

Paul, who had averaged 24.3 points and 
10.7 assists in seven career games against 
the Bulls, had 15 points and seven assists 
Saturday. 

“T can’t let us come out that sluggish (in 
the second half),” Paul said. “That third 
quarter was just bad. What was the score, 
23-9? That’s unacceptable, especially on 
the road. It’s my responsibility.” 

Kirk Hinrich replaced slumping John 
Salmons in the starting lineup and scored 
14 points. Derrick Rose also had 14 for the 
Bulls. 

Rockets 98, Nets 93: At East Ruther- 
ford, N.J., reserve Carl Landry scored 26 
points as Houston sent New Jersey to its 
ninth straight loss. 

Luis Scola and Aaron Brooks each 
scored 17 points, while Trevor Ariza added 
13 points and 11 rebounds as the Rockets 
won for the fourth time in five games.

One-armed Bryant, 
Lakers bounce back 


Kobe overcomes numbness as L.A. 
rebounds from humiliating defeat

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — De- 
void of feeling in his right arm 
since late in the third quarter, 
Kobe Bryant still managed to do 
what he does best: make clutch 
shots. 

Bryant ignored an arm that had 
no feeling and connected on two 
huge three-pointers in the sec- 
ond overtime, finishing with 38 
points as the Los Angeles Lakers 
bounced back from a humbling 
Christmas Day loss to Cleveland 
by beating the Sacramento Kings 
112-103 on Saturday night. 

Lamar Odom opened the sec- 
ond overtime with a putback bas- 
ket that gave the Lakers the lead 
for good. Then Bryant took con- 
trol, connecting on back-to-back 
three-pointers to put the Lakers 
in front 109-103 with 2:37 left. Los 
Angeles outscored the Kings 11-2 
in the second OT. 

Bryant wasn’t sure how the 
“funny bone” on his right elbow 
was hit, but went to the locker 
room briefly for some therapy, 
then returned for much of the 
fourth quarter, when he used 
primarily his left hand and at- 
tempted only one shot, which was 
blocked. 

“My arm went numb and it 
spazzed up,” Bryant said. “My 
moment came for me to step up 
(in the second overtime). The 
defense relaxed, (Donte Greene) 
put his hands down and left me 
open for those shots.” 


It felt like old times for Bryant, 
who grew accustomed to antago- 
nistic crowds earlier in his career 
at Arco Arena. Only the second 
sellout of the season, Kings fans 
loudly booed the Lakers when 
starting lineups were announced 
and began chanting “Beat LA!” 
It was reminiscent of the crowds 
that cheered the Kings in the 
Chris Webber era, when Sac- 
ramento was typically battling 
the Lakers for supremacy in the 
Western Conference. 

“To tell you the truth, it kind 
of (stunk) coming up here the 
last few years,” Bryant said. “It 
seems like they are getting be- 
hind this young team. It felt good 
to get booed like it used to be.” 

Beno Udrih scored 23 points 
for the Kings, who held the Lak- 
ers scoreless in the final 3:35 of 
the fourth quarter to force over- 
time. Tyreke Evans had 18 points, 
Greene had 16 and Omri Casspi 
added 15 points and 10 rebounds. 

It was another frustrating loss 
for the Kings, who went scoreless 
in the overtime period in a loss to 
Cleveland. Against the Lakers, 
the Kings squandered a seven- 
point lead in the first overtime 
and shot just 1-for-8 in the second 
OT. 

The youthful Kings were stag- 
nant on offense late in the first 
overtime and it carried over into 
the second, when their only bas- 
ket was a driving layup by Evans 
with 3:01 remaining.

Capitals grab overall 
NHL lead from Devils

WASHINGTON — The Wash- 
ington Capitals left no doubt that 
they can play with the New Jer- 
sey Devils. 

Alex Ovechkin and Nicklas 
Backstrom each had a goal and 
two assists to help Washington 
beat the Devils 4-1, giving the 
Capitals a one-point lead in the 
overall NHL standings. 

Washington has 54 points, one 
more than New Jersey, Pitts- 
burgh, Chicago and San Jose. 
Washington won its third straight 
and ended New Jersey’s five- 
game winning streak. 

The Capitals lost their first 
three games against the Devils 
despite taking first-period leads 
in each. Washington took a 2-0 
lead in this game and never let 
up. 
“T think we played a complete 
game,” Washington coach Bruce 
Boudreau said. “I thought it was a 
great effort on our part.” 

Rookie goalie Michal Neuvirth 
won his third straight start, mak- 
ing 29 saves. The Capitals pres- 
sured Martin Brodeur all night, 
outshooting the Devils 40-30. 

Brodeur had a 36-12-4 record 
with a 2.11 goals-against aver- 
age versus Washington heading 
into the game. But the offensive 
pressure and Neuvirth’s strong 
effort gave the Capitals their first 
victory against New Jersey this 
season. 

“These guys had 40 shots on 
net,” Brodeur said. “They’re ex- 
plosive offensively. When you 
give that kind of a team that many 
good scoring chances, with that 


talent, they’ll put the puck in the 
net.” 

The only goal Neuvirth allowed 
came on Rod Pelley’s shot that 
deflected off Washington defen- 
seman John Erskine’s pants and 
into the net. 

But the 21-year old goalie 
— playing in just his 10th NHL 
game — couldn’t hide his delight 
at beating Brodeur. 

“T’m feeling unbelievable right 
now,” Neuvirth said. “I just beat 
the best goalie in the world, so it’s 
amazing. I used to watch him on 
TV, so it was something special.” 

Washington’s top line of Ovech- 
kin, Backstrom and Alexander 
Semin — who signed a one-year 
contract extension Saturday — 
also was special. They combined 
for two goals, five assists and 14 
shots and finished plus-3. 

It was Ovechkin’s third consec- 
utive three-point night. 

“We understand each other a 
lot, and you can see how we con- 
trol the puck in the offensive zone 
and we feel pretty good and no- 
body can stop us,” Ovechkin said. 
“We have to continue playing.” 

Ovechkin opened the scoring 
at 4:09 of the first period. Back- 
strom won the draw and sent it 
back to Ovechkin, who scored 
from the left circle. 

The Capitals made it 2-0 on a 
fluke goal with 6:06 left in the first 
period. Matt Bradley fired a shot 
that New Jersey’s Mike Mottau 
appeared to deflect, and the puck 
was Sailing over the net when 
Brodeur reached high for it. But 
the puck hit his glove, dropped to 
the ice and rolled in.

SAN JOSE, Calif. — Patrick 
Marleau got a milestone out of 
the way early — and the San Jose 
Sharks made quick work of the 
Anaheim Ducks, too. 

Marleau scored his 300th and 
301st career goals in the first 
15:19 and the Sharks beat Ana- 
heim 5-2 on Saturday night. 

“Paddy was in the right spot 
at the right time,’ Joe Thorn- 
ton said. “He’s playing great. 
Three hundred goals is quite an 
accomplishment.” 

Marleau scored the milestone 
goal at 2:15 of the first period, 
taking a pass from Dany Heatley 
and drilling the puck past goalie 
Jean-Sebastien Giguere. 

The former Sharks captain 
added No. 301 on a power play 
with 4:41 left in the period when 
he controlled Heatley’s rebound 
and beat Giguere. Marleau has 
scored four of his 25 goals this 
season against Anaheim. It was 
his 38th two-goal game. 

“The first was just driving the 
net up the middle and somehow 
the puck found its mark,” Marleau 
said. “The second one came with 
me standing front of Giguere and 
there was guy in front of me and 
already knew he was screened so 
I just jumped over to the side and 
Joe and Dany did the rest.” 

The Sharks, tied with Chicago 
for the Western Conference lead, 
have won four straight, while the 
Ducks have lost two in row. Be- 
fore the Sharks (23-8-7) went on 
their winning streak, they suf- 
fered through a five-game win- 
less streak. 

Coach Todd McLellan credited 
a good morning skate with giving 
the team an edge in its first game 
in three days. 

“When you have a three-day 
hiatus, you need to get back 
to the competitive part of the 
game,” McLellan said. “It gave 
us a chance to wake up a little bit 
this morning and get our legs. It 
left us with a pretty good feeling 
heading into the night.” 

Heatley added his 23rd goal of 
the season at 7:41 of the second 
period, beating Giguere off his 
own rebound.

Sooner plans to honor mother 


DT McCoy has dreams other than playing in the NFL

NORMAN, Okla. 
erald McCoy thinks he’s ready to 
make the jump tothe NFL. But along 
with his football future, McCoy has 
someone else’s dreams on his mind. 

McCoy lost his mother, Patricia, to compli- 
cations from a brain aneurysm before he even 
got a chance to play at Oklahoma. Yet her 
dreams live on because of her son. 

When McCoy walked across a stage to get 
his degree from Oklahoma last week, it was 
the fulfillment of one of Patricia’s wishes. 

He could have left school early after the 
Sooners played for the national championship 
last year, but the jovial defensive tackle stuck 
around. 

“The main reason I came back is because 
of her. I think she’d be proud that I stayed 
in school to work to get my degree because 
what’s she’s all about is school,” McCoy said. 
“She loved football but she could care less 
whether I played football or not. She wanted 
me to get my degree and she knew how impor- 
tant school was.” 

McCoy has another mission beyond getting 
his degree and playing pro football. He re- 
calls driving around with his mother one day 
when they passed a shelter and she told him 
how she wanted to build one of her own. She 
even had a plot of land picked out to build it. 
She only needed the means to buy it and make 
it happen. 

McCoy envisions it as a place for the home- 


less, people out on the street with nowhere to 
turn. 

“T’ve known people, they went to my high 
school, who had kids and they just couldn’t 
afford to live where they stay,” McCoy said. 
“They got evicted and needed somewhere to 
go for a few days until they figure something 
out.” 

He wants to help, and his success at Oklaho- 
ma has opened the door to do just that. McCoy 
was the USA Today defensive player of the 
year in high school and lived up to his billing 
as a dominant force in the middle of the Soon- 
ers front line. 

McCoy became perhaps the most vocal 
leader of a unit that ranks seventh in the na- 
tion in scoring and total defense. And he went 
beyond that: Coach Bob Stoops told of how, 
after playing every defensive snap in a game, 
he’d return on Mondays to do his assigned 
running. 

He’d then lead the charge when it was time 
for the offensive linemen — not even his per- 
sonnel group — to run. 

“Gerald has been an amazing individual 
and young man to be around here for four 
years. He lifts everybody up he’s around,” 
Stoops said. 

“He’s been an amazing leader. Not many 
guys through here as a sophomore and junior 
are captains. 

“T could go on and on for an hour, not even 
talking about his ability on the field. And 
then you put him on the field, and he has the 
strength and quickness to be such a special 
player.” 


A likely first-round pick — and projected 
by many experts to go in the top 10 — McCoy 
could soon have the means to make another of 
his mother’s dreams a reality. He announced 
last week that he would skip his senior year 
with the Sooners (7-5) to head to the NFL, 
making the Dec. 31 Sun Bowl against Stan- 
ford (8-4) his last college game. 

“Once she passed away and then I started to 
see where I might be able to go, I always said 
to myself, ‘If I get a chance to get a little bit of 
money, I’m going to do that for her and put it 
in her name,’” McCoy said. 

“It’s just something I always wanted to do 
because she was so passionate about it. She 
was all about people, just like me. That’s just 
something I want to do for her.” 

McCoy said he’s started examining the pos- 
sibilities and talking to people about how he 
would go about building the shelter, which he 
plans to build in his hometown of Oklahoma 
City. But, he says, “that’ll be in the future.” 

Until then, he’s going to keep enjoying the 
game he learned to love from his father, Ger- 
ald, and the same game that could allow him 
to honor his mother’s wishes. 

“My father always told me, ‘Have as much 
fun as you can while you’re in college because 
you only get it once. You don’t get it back.’ My 
mother always used to tell me, ‘Why not have 
fun while you’ve got the opportunity?’ So, 
that’s what I did. I tried to make the best of it,” 
McCoy said. “I enjoyed college while I had it, 
and I’ve had a lot of fun. 

“T’m going to miss college, but I think I’m 
ready to move on.” 
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advised him to stop coaching, 
Meyer again declined to answer. 

When asked what changed his 
mind, Meyer said, “The love that 
I have for each of these players.” 

Meyer is married with three 
children — the oldest recently 
started college at Georgia Tech. 

Foley said when he went to 
sleep Saturday night he did not 
think there was any chance 
Meyer would change his mind. 

“It was a long night for every- 
body in Gator nation,” Foley said. 
“The intent here is to make sure 
Urban goes and deals with the is- 
sues we discussed last night.” 

Gators quarterback Tim Tebow 
said he and several of his team- 
mates cried when they found out 
Meyer was stepping down Satur- 
day and were elated when he told 
them he changed his mind. 

“We want him to do what’s best 
for him,” Tebow said. “We want 
him to get himself right, and 
when he’s right then come back to 
coaching, then get back into ball.” 
Tebow will play his last collegiate 
game in the Sugar Bowl against 
unbeaten Cincinnati, which will 
be led by an interim coach. Brian 
Kelly left the Bearcats this month 
to take over at Notre Dame. 

It sounds as if Florida won’t 
have to worry about playing 
games with an interim coach any 
time soon. Meyer is 56-10 with 
Florida, including 32-8 in the 
SEC and a school-record 22-game 
winning streak that was snapped 
by the Crimson Tide in the con- 
ference title game Dec. 5. 

Last month, Sports Illustrated 
chronicled Meyer’s coaching 
career and reported that he suf- 
fered from persistent headaches 
caused by a cyst that becomes in- 
flamed by stress, rage and excite- 
ment. Meyer told the magazine 
that since the diagnosis in the 
early 2000s he has tried to stay 
composed during games. 

A tireless recruiter and cre- 
ative motivator, Meyer came to 
Florida from Utah in the fall of 
2004 amid speculation he would 
end up at Notre Dame. Meyer 
brought most of his staff with him 
— some of whom worked with 
him at Bowling Green (2001-02) 
and Utah (2003-04). Together, 
they restored the program to na- 
tional prominence two years later 
with the school’s second national 
championship, upsetting Ohio 
State 41-14. They won another 
title last January by beating Okla- 
homa 24-14. 

With just about his entire team 
returning this fall, Meyer spent 
all season under intense pres- 
sure and sky-high expectations. 
He said he welcomed it as the de- 
fending national champions tried 
to become just the second team in 
the past 14 years to repeat. But the 
season was far from smooth. Flor- 
ida dealt with distraction after 
distraction, prompting Meyer to 
call it “the year of stuff.” 

“T had a 30-year coaching ca- 
reer in nine years,” Meyer said. 
“You just can’t do that.”

SAN FRANCISCO — Southern 
California ended a disappointing 
season with a bowl victory that 
the Trojans hope will vault them 
into a more successful 2010. 

Matt Barkley threw touchdown 
passes to Stanley Havili on South- 
ern California’s first two posses- 
sions and added a touchdown run 
in the fourth quarter to help the 
Trojans beat Boston College 24- 
13 in the Emerald Bowl on Satur- 
day night. 

“Tt was important to be able to 
end on that note with that positive 
attitude knowing we’re capable of 
winning like that and getting back 
to playing Trojan football,’ Bark- 
ley said. “It’s huge for us to be able 
to go into the offseason like that.” 

The victory was far from im- 
pressive but it did put a positive 
ending on the worst season for 
USC (9-4) since Pete Carroll’s 
first back in 2001. The Trojans 
lost three of their final five regu- 
lar-season games to fall out of 
the national rankings for the first 
time since that year. 

That left USC in an unfamiliar 
bowl setting after making it to 
the Bowl Championship Series 
the past seven years, including 
four straight Rose Bowl bids. But 
the Trojans made the most of it, 
handing Boston College (8-5) its 
second straight bowl loss after an 
eight-year bowl winning streak. 

“We needed this ‘W,’” Havili 
said. “We’re happy to start next 
season with a win. We had a great 
two weeks of practice and it was 
all a matter of executing. Yeah, 
we’re used to playing in the Rose 
Bowl but we’re still motivated to 
play and to win this game, since 
this is where we played.

Damian Williams caught 12 
passes for 189 yards in what 
could be his final game for the 
Trojans, grabbing long passes to 
set up Havili’s second score and 
Barkley’s 1-yard sneak that gave 
USC a 24-13 lead with 11:53 re- 
maining. Williams will decide 
in the next few days whether to 
skip his senior season to enter the 
NFL Draft. 

The Trojans won despite play- 
ing without leading rusher Joe 
McKnight, who was not cleared 
to play as the school investigates 
whether he violated rules by 
using an SUV that doesn’t belong 
to him. McKnight is USC’s first 
1,000-yard rusher since 2005, 
with 1,014 yards on 6.2 yards per 
carry and eight touchdowns.

seconds left to give the Panthers a 
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victory over the Tar Heels. 

Winning 10 games for the first 
time since Dan Marino was the 
quarterback in 1981, Pitt (10-3) 
overcame a disappointing loss to 
Cincinnati three weeks ago that 
cost it a Sugar Bowl berth and 
staged a late rally in front of a 
hostile crowd. 

Pitt converted on fourth down 
at its 30 and took advantage of 
a key offsides penalty to set up 
Hutchins’ fourth field goal.

NEW ORLEANS — Carnell 
Williams had 129 yards rushing 
and Connor Barth kicked a 47- 
yard field goal in overtime, lifting 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers to a 
stunning 20-17 victory over the 
New Orleans Saints on Sunday.

The Saints had a chance to win 
in the final seconds of regulation, 
but Garrett Hartley missed a 37- 
yard field goal. Tampa Bay (3-12) 
then won the coin toss to open 
overtime and scored soon after. 

Patriots 35, Jaguars 7: At 
Foxborough, Mass., Tom Brady 
threw four touchdown passes, 
three to Randy Moss, and the 
young defense put together its 
third straight solid game as New 
England beat Jacksonville, lock- 
ing up a playoff berth and further 
dimming the Jaguars’ slim play- 
off chances. 


For the Patriots (10-5), it was 
another encouraging outing in 
what has been an inconsistent 
season. They clinched the AFC 
East title after missing the play- 
offs last season for the first time 
since 2002 despite an 11-5 record. 
And they did it in a one-sided 
manner, just like most of their 
games in the 2007 season when 
they lost the Super Bowl to the 
New York Giants 17-14 on a last- 
minute touchdown.

Buffalo’s Terrell Owens _ be- 
came the sixth player in NFL his- 
tory with 1,000 career receptions.

It was a rare highlight for the 
Bills (5-10), who were held to 178 
yards, including a season-low 40 
yards rushing.

The Texans (8-7) scored on 
their first five possessions and 
won despite being outscored 20- 
0 in the final 31 minutes. Hous- 
ton kept alive its slim hopes of 
making the playoffs for the first 
time, while defending AFC East 
champion Miami (7-8) was all but 
eliminated. 

Given the _ stakes, Miami 
seemed shockingly listless at the 


outset. The ball bounced off Dol- 
phins receivers, Texans bounced 
off Miami tacklers, and Houston’s 
Matt Schaub repeatedly found re- 
celvers wide open. 

Packers 48, Seahawks 10: At 
Green Bay, Wis., the Green Bay 
Packers are going back to the 
playoffs, forcing four intercep- 
tions by Matt Hasselbeck to beat 
Seattle — then getting a big boost 
from Carolina. 

The victory, combined with the 
New York Giants’ blowout loss to 
Carolina, put the Packers (10-5) 
back in the playoffs after going 
6-10 last season and limping off 
to a disappointing 4-4 record this 
year. The Panthers beat the Gi- 
ants 41-9. 

It was Hasselbeck’s second 
straight four-interception game 
in what is shaping up as a miser- 
able season for the Seahawks (5- 
10), who have scored a combined 
24 points in three straight losses. 

Steelers 23, Ravens 20: At 
Pittsburgh, Jeff Reed’s 38-yard 
field goal put Pittsburgh ahead 
with 5:25 remaining and the 
Steelers finally managed to hold 
a fourth-quarter lead, beating di- 
vision rival Baltimore to remain 
in playoff contention and further 
jumble the AFC playoff race. 

The Steelers (8-7), their season 
seemingly ended by a late-sea- 


son five-game losing streak, won 
their second in a row and will go 
into the final weekend of the sea- 
son with a chance to sneak into 
the playoffs if they can win at 
Miami and get some help from 
other teams. 

Joe Flacco threw two touch- 
down passes to Todd Heap, but 
the Ravens (8-7) — who could 
have clinched a wild-card spot 
with a victory and losses by two 
other contenders — now face a 
win-or-else game at Oakland next 
Sunday although they retain the 
tiebreaker against the Steelers. 

Browns 23, Raiders 9: At 
Cleveland, Jerome Harrison had 
148 yards rushing as Cleveland 
won its third straight game, over 
Oakland, extending a surprising 
streak that coach Eric Mangini 
can use to strengthen his case to 
Mike Holmgren that he deserves 
to remain as Cleveland’s coach. 

With consecutive victories over 
Pittsburgh, Kansas City and Oak- 
land, the Browns (4-11) have their 
first three-game winning streak 
since 2007 and only their third 
since 1999. Holmgren, who is ex- 
pected to be introduced as Cleve- 
land’s team president this week, 
may have to factor Cleveland’s 
late-season surge into whether 
he retains Mangini, whose team 
opened the season 1-11.

Gators coach to take leave, not quit

NEW ORLEANS — Florida football coach 
Urban Meyer is taking an indefinite leave of 
absence instead of resigning and expects to be 
on the sideline leading the Gators when next 
season opens. 

“T do in my gut believe that will happen,” 
Meyer said Sunday at a Sugar Bowl news 
conference. 

Offensive coordinator Steve Addazio will run 
the team during Meyer’s absence, but Meyer 
will be the coach against No. 4 Cincinnati on 
New Year’s Day. 

“Tt’s full speed ahead. We’re going to do ev- 
erything possible to win this game,” Meyer 
said. 

Less than 24 hours after resigning because of 
health concerns, Meyer changed his mind. He 
said he was offered and encouraged to take a 


leave of absence earlier in the week by the uni- 
versity president. Sunday, after conferring with 
athletic director Jeremy Foley and his family, 
he “accepted the offer to improve my health.” 

Meyer, 45, said being with his players at a 
“spirited practice” Sunday morning persuaded 
him not to resign. 

“To not try would not be the right thing to 
do,” he said. 

On Saturday night, Meyer shocked college 
football when he said he was stepping down 
after five seasons as Gators coach. 

After the Southeastern Conference cham- 
pionship game three weeks ago, Meyer spent 
several hours in a Gainesville, Fla., hospital be- 
cause of chest pains. 

Meyer said Sunday he had experienced simi- 
lar problems at times this season but had not 
had a heart attack. He would not elaborate on 
his physical condition. When asked if doctors
